SOUND DOCTRINE. 


T 


HERB was good sound American doctrine in 


President Roosevelt's address at Charleston 


in relation to dealing with trusts and combinations, 
when he said: 


This is an era of great combinations, both of la- 


bor and of capital. In very many ways these com- 
binations have worked for good, but they must 
work under the law, and the laws concerning them 
must be just and wise, or they'will inevitably do 
evil, and this applies as much to the richest corpor- 
ation as to the most powerful labor union. 
Our 


laws must be wise, sane, healthy, conceived in the 
spirit of those wHb scorn the mere agitator, the 
mere inciter of class or sectional hatred; who wish 
justice for all men; who recognize the need of ad- 
hering as much as possible to the old American 
doctrine of giving the widest possible scope for the 
free exercise of individual initiative; and yet who 
recognize also that after combinations have reached 
a certain stage it is indispen^ible to the general 
welfare that the nation should exercise over thrm 
cautiously and with self restraint, but firmly, the 
power of supervision and regulation. 


Above all, the administration of the government 


the enfoicement of the laws, must be fair and lion 
est. 
The laws are not to be administered either in 


the interest of the poor man or the interest of the 
rich man. 
They are simply to be administerej 


justly—in the interest of justice to each man, be he 
rich or be he poor—giving immunity to no violator 
whatever form the violation may assume." 


It would not be surprising if class hatred should 


break out in consideration of this subject, for tin 
trust claims its privileges because o*" its power; U 
managers set themselves above the law sometimes 
above the rest of the people, always. 
Since the 


arrogantly ignore the laws that now exist it is no 
surprising f>nt there should be a call for more 
stringent, even for unjust lav.s, if they will accom 
plish the purpose of curbing these plunderers. Ye 
the president is right. 
JXo matter how great th 


provocation, the law should be framed and adminis 
tered with a regard for justice. The present law i 
not open to criticism, but the law or its ndministra 
tion fail to accomplish results.
